Now, If the 'rllltig-tr takes, up fancy 
poultry breeding and devotes his tlmo 
to the art he ban excellent chances of 
becoming well known us a breeder and 
making a cuod proUt In the business. 
Mrnnwhlle ha should have enough lovo 
for bis work HO that t>o will be content 
to get back a little more tlnui hi, 
actual inonoy outlay nnd glvo his tlmo 
for the pleasure of the work and the 
hopes of profits Inter on. 


Poultry Farming am • Quilna». 


I presume lln.'ru will be MOIUO who 


read this counie In poultry keeping 
who will be desirous of engaging In 
poultry production as a business. To 
tbosu I would say that after many 
years of precarious existence poultry 
farming Is now established as a sound 
branch of agriculture. Although there 
Is nu greater money to fie mnuV from 
poultry than from many other branch 
i-s of modern sclemlilc agriculture, 
there Is snnivlhlug about the business 
thru has Induced large number* of 
nomnt people to Invest their savings 
In poultry ventures, hopelessly bury. 
Ing their money In expensively equip- 
ped plants designed by themselves or 
others equally Ignorant of the business. 


As Is generally recognized, the only 


sensible1 phtn for one who proposes to 
go Into poultry keeping us n business, 
Is to begin lu a small way, either In a 
village or ou n farm, and keep poultry 
for u few years In conjunction wltb 
some other occupation. It he Is sue 
cessful lu this, It will then bo tlmo to 
voiuMvr tin.' keeping of poultry on a 
more elaborate scale. A few general re 
murks on commercial poultry farming 
X will append, howuver, as n mutter of 
general Interest. 


The brunch of poultry keeping that 


Has proved most universally success 
ful In u large way Is egg farming. The 
broiler farms have almost Inviirlnbly 
been failures, nnd the principle Is now 
pretty thoroughly recognized that the 
broiler should bo considered as a by 
product of tho egg business. Just as 
sklmmllk 1s a byproduct of tbc pruduC' 
Clou of butler. • Half or more of all 
cUlcIfs hatched will bo cockerels and 
must bo disposed of as broilers, for 
with Leghorns and other egg types ot 
fowls imilo birds are worthless If ill- 
lowed to mature. This large surplus 
of broilers from egg farms and from 
tho general farm of tho country In suf- 
ilclcnt to meet tha dcmiind nnd to re- 
duce, the prlcu to a point which will 
permit of little proUt to the man who 
produces broilers exclusively. 


Tbu Idea of the broiler business as 


nttompted fifteen or twenty years ago 
wan to produce chickens during tho 
winter nud early spring Benson by tho 
uso of Incubators and brooders and 
•secure fancy prices at tho season of 
tlio year when no young stock was 
coming from tho general farm. This 
business, which did not prove success 
ful then, would bu oveu more Imprac- 
tical now, as our modern mothoda of 
cold storagn Imvo become so efficient 
that It Is entirely practical to freeze up 
a supply of Inexpensive summer broil 
ers. and to meet the demand tbc fol 
lowing winter.nnd early spring with 
this cheaply pri'duced stock. 


Another phasi 
-f poultry production 


which Is sncoe.«fully prosecuted In 
limited localities Is tho growlne ot 
roasters.

In this stylo of poultry flosu pro- 


duction heavier breeds of slowly ma- 
turing fowls nro used, nnd both sexes 
aro.allowed lo roach-maturity nnd nro 
then marketed as fnncy stock. 
The 


possible proltts of the production of 
extra fnnry market fowls In this man- 
ner hnvc been llinlleO. however, by 
tho custom of' flitting or crate feeding 
furtn grown cockerel* n« now- engaged 
In by poultry packers and by many 
farmers ns well. 
Crnte or milk fed 


chickens offer n prime quality of young 
poultry itatli, nnd hence, except for a 
few markets where roasters fro'm cer- 
tain communities already have n repu- 
tation. It would hardly be advisable to 
tnko up this Hue of poultry production. 
A recent development In specialized 
poultry work Is the public 'hatchery. 
This business Is usually conducted In 
conjunction wltb large poultry plants. 
The shipping of day old chicks long 
distances by mil Is now quite a fad 
and has probably been overdone. An- 
other nbust* of the public butchery Is 
the selling of chicks from eggs of un- 
certain origin.
